LONDON — Speaking before 
one of the largest audiences he has 
addressed since his release from 
prison in South Africa, Nelson 
Mandela called Monday for a 
worldwide continuation of the fight 
against apartheid. 
“The apartheid crime against hu- 
manity remains in place,” he said. 
“It continues to Kill and maim. It 
continues to oppress and exploit 

“Therefore, do not listen to any- 
one who says that you must give up 
the struggle against apartheid.”

“We are determined to ensure 
that our country is transformed 
from being the skunk of the world 
into an exemplary oasis of unri- 
valed race relations, democracy for 
all, a just peace and freedom from 
poverty and human degradation,” 
he added. 


Earlier, Mr. Mandela thanked 
the millions of people around the 
world who had pressed for his τὸν 
lease, including the thousands who 
attended a concert at Wembley on 
June 1], 1988, to mark his 70th 
birthday. 


“Even throngh the thickness of 
the prison walls,” he said. “we 
heard your voices demanding our 
freedom.
